of an ordinary Midſhipman in ſome one of His Majeſties Ships for the ſpace of 
one Year of the ſaid three, receiving Midſhipman's Pay tor the ſame, 

Provided, that the aforeſaid ſerving His Majeſty as an ordinary Midſhipman 
for the ſpace of one of the ſaid three Years, ſhall not be interpreted to extend to 
any Perſon, who hath at this day ſerved His Majeſty at Sea for more than two 
Years in the Quality of a Volunteir by Warrant from His Majeſty, or the Lord 
High Admiral, and hall abide the Examination, and anſwer in every other re» 
ſpect, whit is in this Eſtabliſhmeat required from him, ſaving in that of his hav- 
ing actually performed the Duty of an ordinary Midſhipman, 

2. Not to be under twenty years of Age at the time of his firſt admiſſion to 
the ſaid Ofhce, 

3. To produce good Certificates under the hands of the ſeveral Comman. 
ders under whom he hath ſerved, teitifying the ſeveral Voyages he hath been em- 
ployedin, with his Sobriety, Diligence, Obedience to Order, applications to 
the ſtudy and practice of the Art of Navigation expretled therein, and his ſtrict 
pertormance of the Duty of an ordinary Midſhipman for one Year, ſaving in the 
Cale above excepted, 

4. To produce a like Certificate under the hand of one at leaſt of the Principal 
Officers and Commiſſioners of His Majeſties Navy, who hath ſerved His Majeſty 
as a Commander, as alſooft two other Commanders, one whereof to have been 
a Flag-Oflicer, and the other a Commander of one of His Majeſties Ships of the 
Firſt or Second Rate, or in Caſe no Flag-Offcer ſhall by their diſtance from 
Town, be at that time to be reſorted to, ſome other like Commander of a Firſt 
or Second Rate Ship, joyntly ſignifying their being (upon a ſolemn Examination 
of the ſaid Perſon on that behalf had at the Office of the Navy) fully ſatisfied in 
his ability tojudge of, and perform the Duty of an able Seamen, and Midſhip.

Will and Pleaſure, That the Admiral, or Commander in Chiet of any of his 
Fleets or Squadrons who ſhall ſo have occalion of advancing any Perſon to the 
Oftice of a Leiutenant, ſhall Authorize any three of his Principal Commanders 
of His Majcſties ſaid Fleet or Squadron to examine the ſaid Perſon in the particuz 
culars zbove-mentioned, the Certificates of which Commanders purſuant there: 
to, together with the evidences which ſhall be brought on behalf of the ſaid 
Perſon, ſhewing his being duely Qualihed for this Imployment inthe other par. 
ticulars herein required, ſhall be a ſufficient Warrant to the ſaid Admiral or Com- 
mander in Chief, to commilitonate the ſaid Perſon to the Office of Lieutenant. 
Provided. T hat either the Originals or Copics of the ſaid Certificates, and eviz 
dences attelted by the ſaid Admiral or Commander in Chief, be by whe tirtt Con- 
veyance tranſmitted for his Majeſties ſpecial ſatisfaction to the Secretary of the
